HOW CAN I?

Q. How can I make an invisible 
cement suitable for mending glass- 
ware? ; 

A. Melt a little isinglass in spirits 
of wine, enough to cover; add a 
very little water; warm gently over 
a moderate fire. When thoroughly 
melted and mixed, it will form a 
transparent glue which will re-unite 
broken glass so firmly and nicely 
that the jointing will be scarcely 
perceptible. 

Q. How can I add a fragrant 
aroma to a room? 

A. Fill a bow! or vase-about balfs 
full of warm water, add a few drape 
of violet watér or violet perfume, 
and it will give a fragrant scent to 
the room, 

Q..How can I make a poultice 
for burns? 

A. It is claimed that scraped po- 


tatoes make a very cooling applica- — 


tion for burns and scalds, changing 
the application frequently. 

Q. How can I cover scratches on 
dark-colored furniture? 

A. Apply tincture of wdine on a 
swab of cotton that is tightly fast- 
ened to a lead pencil. After the re- 
touched area is dry, rub it over with 
furniture polish, and the scratches 
will hardly be apparent.

Two hundred years ago one oi 
the world’s greatest evangelists 


was awakening all England to the \. 


need for moral and spiritual regen- 
eration. John Wesley, founder - of 
Methodism, was preaching in the 
open ax, gathering converts. into 
socicties, whd creating a band of lay 
preachers who, with himself and his 
brother Chgrles, endured intense 
persecution and privation. 

At that time large tracts of the 
countryside as we know it to-day 
were wastes, forests, fens, and 
swamps. Cultivation and roads, as 
we think of them, barely existed. 

Most towns and cities were dark 
pits of pagan iniquity. Every sixth 
house in London was a grog-shop. 
Swinging signboards promised to 
make one “drunk for a penny. dead 
drunk for twopence, with clean 
straw for nothing.” 

It was in such a world that Wes- 
fey received the message “Thou art 
not far from the Kingdom of God.” 
He began to preach in the open air 
because nearly every pulpit im the 
church he so loved was closed to 
him, 

For over thirty years he travelled 
on horseback all over England, giv- 
ing the rein to his steed and doing 
his reading and studying in the 
saddle to save time.

It was said of Wesley that he had 
muscles of whipcord, bones of 
steel and lungs of leather, In truth 
he suffered from many bodily ail- 
ments and once nearly died of con- 
sumption. At 74, while suffering 
from ague and fever, he rode sixty- 
three miles in a-day and preached.

He ate sparingly, drank water, 
and lived on $150 a year, although 
he sometimes made $2,000 a year 
from his books. The surplus he gave 
away. He founded schools and dis- 
pensaries, distributed medicines, and 
found work for the poor. 

At Wesley’s deat’. there were in 
Great Britain over a hundred 
Methodist societies with some 
seventy - two thousand members, 
About the same number of societies 
existed in America.

Free dental service in Britain has 
em he biggest boom ever in the 
manufac of artificial teeth. Cy- 
prus is sending ile million teeth 
a year and a Blackpool factory is 
turning them out at the rate of forty 
million per year, with production 
still climbing. 

Before the war thirty million false 
teeth were used in Britain every 
year, ten million being home-pro- 
duced and the rest imported. 

Chief material used for their man- 
ufacture is acrophylic plastic. Sets. 
are “authenticated” by touching 
them up with colours and markings 
found on your own natural teeth, 


But the tme may come when 
your new teeth will be “sewn” into 


. your gums. This has already been 


done with cats. “Tooth buds” have 
been taken from the gums of one- 
week-old kittens and transplanted 
into full-grown cats. It is claimed 
that the buds developed into normal 
teeth. 

In early times it was _ believed 
implicitly that the pain of toothache 
was caused by the efforts of a small 
worm persistently boring through 
the tooth, and to this day in parts 
of the Hebrides toothache still goes 
by the name of the worm.

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GREAT BRITAIN 

“Two world wars—neither of 
which reached your American shores 
and both of which benefited your 
economy —have drained the life- 
blood out. of Britain. Now, with 
American aid and our own pro- 
digious effort we are busily pump- 
ing the lifeblood back again.” 

This is just one paragraph, and 
by no means the most bitter one, 
from a recent article in the London 
Sunday Pictorial — which sells five 
million copies each week through- 
out the United Kingdom. Under 
the heading “We British are tired 
of Yankee Insults” the mass circu- 
lation tabloid lashed back at United 
States criticism of the British post- 
war effort. mm 

As an example of this criticism 
the Pictorial published a reproduc- 
tion of an American cartoon which 
showed a tattered John Bull beg- 
ging a copper from a well-dressed 
Uncle Sam at the door of a “So- 
coalism Saloon”. 

Complaining that this cartoon was 
typical of hundreds of others ap- 
pearing in the U.S. press, the Pic 
torial invited American visitors to 
Britain to post a copy of the issue 
to friends at home, “since they might 
like to hear the other side of the 
case.” 

“We in Britain are d—— tired 
of being written off as good-for- 
mothing beggars,” the Open Letter 
went on to say. “Does Uncle Sam 
imagine his dollars have bought soul 
and sovereignty of the Marshall-aid 
countries — and of Britain in par- 
ticular.” 

Bitter words! But possibly justi- 
fied by the provocation, which has 
been great, especially in some sec- 
tons of the United States press. 
Still, the British needn't go outside 
their own shores to hear real criti- 
eiam. Speaking in Edinbuirgh about 
the projected 1951 British musical 
festival, Sir Thomas Beecham 
pounded a table with. his fists and 
declaimed “We are going to cele- 
brate fifty years of the most abom- 
inable misgovernment by having an 
exhibition and festival at the ex- 
pense of the United States’ money.” 

Maybe it's the weather. When 
temperatures drop, possibly tempers 
and language will also drop to less 
feverish levels! :

almost two months Australia had 
been in the grip of a coal-mine 
strike which cut off fuel for heat- 
ing and cooking, tied up transporta- 
tion and left homes, streets, shops 
and offices in darkness. 

The Australian walkout was an 
open challenge to a Labor Govern- 
ment by a Communist-led union. 
The 24,000 members of the Coal 
Miner's Federation had never reject- 
ed a recommendation by ther lead- 
ers; and when their Communist 
leader, Idris Williams, called upon 
them to by-pass,the 50-year-old 
government Arbitration Court and 
strike, they struck without asking 


questions. 
The Labor Government met the 
challenge by impounding uniop 


strike funds. Williams and other 
leaders who disobeyed the order 
were jailed. ; 

The miners then refused to nego- 
tiate, and other Commiunistéled 
unions, such as the dock workers, 
supperted them with token . sym- 
pathy strikes. 

But still the government remained 
firm. “We will use the army 
against them, the navy against them, 
and the air force against them,” 
stated Information Minister Arthur 
Calwell. 

Not long after that statement wae 
made, victory was with the govern- 
ment. The miners voted by more 
than 2 to 1 to accept arbitration 
and shouted down union officials 
who urged them to continue strik- 
ing. Badly beaten, the union cen- 
tral executive issued a back-to-work 
order for the middle of August. 


GERMANY 


On August 14, for the first time 
since 1933, Germans in the Western 
Reich enjoyed free and secret elec- 
tions; and in spite .of a rather dull 
campaign nearly 80% of the eligible 
voters turned out. 

When the votes were counted, 
Germans had chosen free enterprise 
and a conservative government by 
big margin; and this conservative 
victory probably means that the 
country’s economic policies will be - 
more in tune with American occu- 
pation tendencies than with the 
British, : 

But expert observers say that the 
outstanding feature of German 
feeling today is a bitter, personal. 
hatred not only of the Reds, but 
against all Russians. Poverty- 
stricken refugees from  Russian- 
occupied areas in particular cherish 
the idea of sometime, somehow-or- 
other, regaining the lands taken 
from them by the Soviets. As one 
German put it, “They would fight 
the Russians with knives and forks 
if they got the chance.” 

As a result of this-feeling Com- 
munism in Germany is said to be 
aé dead as Nazism. Even in once- 

Red Hamburg the local Commies 
are regarded as agents of a foreign 
power. 

Nor in the opinion of most think- 
ing Germans is there any real chance 
that a deal of any kind could be 
made with the Russians —a possi 
bility that has caused many misgiw 
ings in London and Washingto 
“The only people who may ever ob 
in a position to make a deal with 
the Russians are those who now 
most bitterly oppose them-—whether 
Socialists or Ruhr industrialists”, a 
German spokesman commented 
“They know perfectly well wha! 
would happen if they made any dea! 
that would parn Germany over | 
Communisal. We know that th 
Western Powers may beat ws. Bu 
we know that the Soviets will cer 
tainly shoot we; and frankly we pr: 
fer to be beaten than #hot.” 

Which sounds Mke pretty 
reasoning, @¢ that.

Changing Of 
The Guard 


Every morning at 10.30-ever since 
1660 the mounting of the Sover- 
cign’s Guard has taken place in Lon- 
don. In 1939 the full dress uniforms 
were put away in favour of khaki 
battledress but this summer they 
have been restored and the Chang- 
ing of the Guard-in all its glory 
now takes place as before. When 
the King is in London the Guard is 
mounted at Buckingham Palace; 
when he is out of town it is mount- 
ed from the Colour Court of St. 
James’s Palace, both perfect set- 
tings for the red coats and black 
-bearskins of the Guards. 

The Changing of the Guard is a 
unique and stirring ceremony that 
visitors to-London are always anx- 
jous to see. Even in bad weather it 
nearly always draws a sprinkling of 
sightseers and in summer, in the 
atreets behind the Palace, dozens of 
motor coaches draw up and from 
them pour streams of eager tourists, 
each party with an omniscient guide 
to explain the significance and his- 
tory of the Changing of the Guard. 
The crowd watching the historic 
ceremony often consists of a couple 
of thousand. people, who press 
against the railings of the Palace 
courtyard, crowd the steps of the 
Victoria Memorial that faces it and 
stand along the kerb. Americans, 
Europeans, British subjects\ from 
every part of the Commonwealth as 

well as people from all over the 
United Kingdom are there, the most 
junior members of the crowd perch- 
ed high on their fathers’ shoulders. 

As the new Guard, preceded by 
ite regimental band, comes swing- 
ing into the courtyard, hundreds of 
cameras click into action. Pictures 
of the Guards marching with the 
precision for which they are famous, 
a precision which seems as though 
their legs are controlled by a mas- 
ter switch and could not possibly 
be motivated by Separate men, are 
not the only ones taken. It is al- 
most a matter of routine fg visit- 
ors to stand at the side of a Palace 
policeman or an impassive guards- 
man outside his sentry box, whilst 
another member of the party takes a 
pictorial record of the occasion. Re 
cently a small kilted Scots girl was 
persuaded to stand there, a stance 
she was loath to take up, for a red 
coated soldier wearing a huge bear- 
skin and holding a fixed’ bayonet 
was a terrifying companion for a 
five-year-old and one she could not 
stomach without the physical as 
well as moral support of her mother.

If you imagine the earth as a 
10-inch ball, then all life is sup- 
ported inside a film of air and wates 
about two thousandths of an inch 
thick. This relatively thin sheet is 
fluid with clearly defined currents 
of air. A small change in them, 
and fertile land would become desert, 
or vice versa. 

The great Sahara desert, for in- 
stemce. is merely an area over which 
flow ¢ s of air that are very 
dry. Hence litti€"qno rainfall. If 
it were possible to defléet  south- 
wards over this area some of the 
moist currents coming from the 
polar regions, it would get a normal 
rainfall. 

But if we increase the rainfall in 
one place we decrease it in another, 
It wouldn't do to make the Sahara 
fertile if at the same time we turned 


Great Britain, and possibly France | 


and most of Europe, into desert. 

And even if we were able to dis- 
tribute evenly the rain falling on 
the land surfaces of the world, there 
weuld not be sufficient to make all 
countries fertile. There is just not 
‘enough water in the atmosphere to 
go around. z 

With the rapid increase in the 
world’s pgpulation, this is a serious 
“business. World population is in- 
creasing at approximately thirty muil- 
lions annually, 

Unless tremendous advances are 
made in irrigation schemes and bet- 
ter farming methods, many millions 
will starve, since there will not be 
the rain available to make fertile 
enough ground on which their food 
must be grown. . 

The development of new conti- 
nents, such as Australia, is vitally 
bound up with this question of rain- 
farll. In Australia the limit set by 
some experts, on account of the 


_ rainfall, is a population of thirty 


millions. Yet there is room in terms 
of land for twenty times that num- 
ber. .

During previous plagues, little 
was accomplished to halt the vora- 
cious insect horde. Warnings of in- 
festations often came too late. In- 
adequate methods were used to de- 
stroy the attackers. Destruction to 
crops was usually complete.

After last year’s plague, teams of 
entomologists went out in the field 
to determine the degree of infesta- 
tion by counting grasshopper eggs. 
They found millions of them. They 
charted maps showing the extent of 
infestations in various areas of the 
provinces.

All These Things 
Come From Fish 


Hair clasps and jewelry, gelatine 
and glue, lubricating oil and leather 
softener, soap and cooking fats— 
all from remains that were once 
thrown away. It sounds like a fish 
story, and so it is. The “poor fish” 
is poor no longer. He is contribut- 
ing to ovr comfort and health in 
many spectacular ways. 

Codfish livers started it. It was 
found that oil extracted from these 

“contained deposits of Vitamin A, 
which strengthens our resistance to 
disease. But codfish did not hold 
the monopoly. Halibut, swordfish, 
sturgeon and albacore also had vita- 
min-rich livers. 

THe fortunes that were made by 
processing fish livers and market- 
ing the oil, prompted industrialists 
to take a closer look at the fish to 
gee if anything else besides its flesh 
and oil could be turned to account. 
They took a tip from the Chinese 
and begam to manufacture a tasty 
soup from the fins of the shark. 

Then somebody discovered how 
to make glue from fish skins, a 
process which has been so* much 
improved that today a ton of fish 
skins yields 60 gallons of liquid 
glue

METHOD: Six pounds mediam- 
gize cucumbers, each cut in four to 
eight chunks, according to size. 
Soak in ice water (or very cold 
water) for three hours, then drain 
and pack pieces into sterilized jars. 
To each jar add six pickling onions, 
one piece celery and one teaspoon 
mustard seed.

What are known as “bread and 
butter pickles” seem to become 
more popular each year— and no 
wonder, as they're really delicious 
when properly made. Here's ‘one of 
the best recipes I've run across; 
and even though cracked ice may be 
rather hard for some of this col- 
umn’s readers to lay hands on, I’m 
going to include it anyway. 


Bread-and-Butter Pickles 
1 gallon firm clean cucumber 
8 small white onions at

1ONGER SEASONS” 
FOR PARTRIDGE 


Dates for the open season for 
grouse, spruce’ grouse, sharp tailed 
grouse and ptarmigan were announc- 
ed on Tuesday by the Department of 
Lands and Forests. Because of the 
abundance and rapid increase’ of 
grouse, this year’s dates are longer 
than any in recent years. 

The bag limit of five grouse per 
day is being retained, however. To 
compensate for’ the long open season, 
bag limit has been eliminated and re- 
placed by a possession limit of 10 
birds which is the total that may be 
possessed by any person either during 
or after the season. All bag limits 
in the aggregate of all species. There 
is no open season on pinnated grouse 
or prairie hen.

The Healing Railway 


Electric trains, so people are apt, 


to consider, are a fairly new method 


of transport but Ursula Eason writes 
interestingly of the very first hydro 


electric railway in the world. This, 
which is in Northern Ireland, was 
designed in 1879 and is now called 
the Portrush Electric Tramway. It 
still runs to the Giant’s Causeway, 
a long line of octagonal rocks, 
stretching out to sea. The Causeway 
is one of the great geographical 
curiosities of the British Isles, for 
the natural rocks look exactly as 
though they had been hand cut. The 
antique railway runs along the edge 
of the cliff and the little open-sided 
carriages are roofed now, though 
they were not in the early days, 
when passengers got-more than they 
wanted of the extremely bracing 
North Antrim air,

way is Robert Scott, who has been 
working on it for fifty-seven years,

Rivers of Ink 
And Lemonade 


French scientists have analyzed 
what must be the most remarkable 
river in the world—the so-called 
Ink River in Algeria. Its name is 
not symbolic. It merely states the 
truth, which applies not only to the 
coloring of the water, but to its 
chemical composition as.well. This 
is a stream of real ink. 

The Ink River originates from 
two sources, one of which contains 
a considerable amount of iron 
salts, while the other abounds in 
lead oxide. It is the combination of 
these two substances that makes 
ordinary ink. The. liquid is thick 
enough to be used for writing. 

Another unusual river is in the 
State of Nebraska, Its water tastes 
very sweet and science is still 
searching for the reason. There are 
no sugar plantations along its 
banks. Neither are there any near- 
by s6urces of saccharine, which 
sometimes does become dissolved in 
rivers from the soil. 

This sweet river came into ex- 
istence quite. unexpectedly in 1930, 
and since then has increased in 
size. Geologists believe this rare, 
natural phenomenon was caused by 
an abnormal rise in the level of cer- 
tain subterranean waters, eventu- 
ally leading to the bursting forth of 
the new river. 

The Rio de Vinagre, a_ river 
which marks the boundary between 
Chile and Argentina, is known as 
the Acid River because its water is 
almost as. acid as. lemon juice. By 
adiling a small quantity of sugar 
to a glass of its water, a beverage 


can be obtained similar to lemon- 
ade. 
One enterprising American actu- 


ally started a company to transport 
thousands of gallons of water from 
the sweet river in Nebraska to the 
Rio de Vinagre. The idea was to 
supply aerated table waters for the 
thirsty Argentinians, but in the end 
it was found cheaper to buy sugar 
on the spot. 

The River Engari Niuki, in East 
Africa, has water which tastes like 
diluted bitter beer. Yet there is no 
alcohol in it. The natives boil. it 
before drinking to get rid Of the 
chemicals it contains. However, it 
seems to have no detrimental effect 
on animals, who drink it as if it 
were ordinary water. 

There are black, brown, yellow, 
red and white rivers in many coun- 
tries, and their bright hues may be 
due to the color of the river bed or 
to the reflection from the colored 
banks. Thus the Blagk River of 
Niassaland, in bast Equatorial 
Africa, appears jet black because of 
the black lava over which is flows. 

In other cases, it is the contents 
of the river, such as clay or peat, 
that give the river its characteristic 
Thus the Blackadder in 
Berwickshire, Scotland, is black- 
ened Wy its peaty contents. The 
Yellow River of China, draining a 
vast basin of 600,000 square miles, 


owes its distinctive color to the 
yellow mud it carries down to the 
sta ‘

We have had a wonterful rain 
w=the sort of rain that really soaks 
feto the ground, giving new zest 
to thirsty plant life. Not only that 
it fills the cisterns —- and how 
happy that makes most farm wom- 
en. You will notice I said “most” 
-—because there are some people 
who don't like cistern water at 
all and wouldn't use it if they were 
paid to. They say it is dark, has 
an objectionable odour, and is liable 
to make white things a bad colour. 
To all that I say—*fiddlesticks’|! 
I agree the water often gets a 
Httle brownish, and perhaps there 
.@re times when it has a somewhat 
stale odour—if the cistern is clean- 
@d out when necessary it shouldn't 
be more than that—but the fact 
of the water being soft more than 
compensates for the slight dis- 
advantages of colour and smell. 
With soft water you save on soap; 

cit gets clothes clean in half the 
time, and it doesn’t leave a high- 
water mark around bathtubs and 
. basins. When. our cistern goes dry 
then the pressure system has to 
be connected with the well—and 
how I dread that being done. Hard 
-mmthat well-water isso hard ,it 
almost takes a packet of soap-flakes 
to wash a few dishes. As for laun- 
dry—well, with a hardwater wash 
I never think the things are clean. 
Some folk say that with any one 
of these popular detergents it makes 


~~“ the water so soft it doesn’t matter 


what kind of water you use. It 
does help, I admit, but. I still think 
that a detergent that does a good 
= in hard water will do an even 
etter job in soft. 

When we were farm-hunting— 
before settling here—my brother- 
in-law always used to laugh at me 
because every place we looked at 
I wanted to know if there was 
soft water available. Man-like he 
couldn't understand my anxiety. 


But for once | know what | was. 


talking about—my experience out 
west was too recent for me to 
forget. Well water out 
even harder than here, 


especially 


there was: 


it there was gey alkali in it. We 


never used it™for washing clothes 


—or ourselves—if we could help 
it. In winter time we had a big 
barrel in the corner of the kitchen 
and Partner would bring in pail 
after pail of hard-packed snow so 
that I always had plenty of melted 
snow for washday and for bathing 
the babies. It was a lot of work. 
and it took up so much time, but 
oh my, there was no other water 
quite so soft and sweet smelling 
ax that melted snow! 

Then came spring, and with the 
snow all gone, the sloughs would 
be full, so Partner would put 
barrels on the stone-boat and bring 
me water from the slough. It was 
not quite as nice as melted snow 
but it was still better than well 
water. Eventually the summer 
would come and the sloughs dry 
up, then, hopefully, we kept. bar- 
rels and tubs at strategic spots to 
catch every bit of rain water that 
we could. Yes, quite early in our 
experience of farm life we leaned 
the value of good, soft water. 

Since coming to Ontario we have 
leaned a few more things about 
water. We have discovered that if 
you put in a bathroom and want 
to use soft water you need plenty 
of it. We thought we had a good 
big cistern here, but this summer, 
when we had ten in the house for 
awhile, the cistern was drained dry 
inside of ten days! Possibly very 
few people realize just how much 
water a bathroom can get away 
with. We knew—when 500 gallons 
went down the drain in ten days! 

More bathrooms are going into 
country homes than ever before and 
very often what to use for water 
is the first problem. Some people 
are afraid to depend on rain water 
in case their supply should run 
out. Well, I have just explained 
what a lot of water a bathroom 
takes—but on the other hand how 
quickly the cistern fills up even 
with one good rain. Yesterday, for 
instance, our cistern waa practically 
dry. This morning we found) it full

How To Re-Make 
That Lawn Of Yours 


Autumn is the ideal time to make 
or remake the lawn. For most of 
us Th n-making time extends 
from the mart of August to 
about October 15, Wh September 
preferable. Lawn grass is a per- 
ennial, and experienced gardenera 
know that this is the natural sea- 
son for reseeding perennials. 

There are other reasons, how- 
ever, Which make this a good time 
for lawn work. First of all, the days 
have become shorter, so that the 
soil loses moisture less rapidly than 
earlier in the summer. The soil is 
warm to a considerable depth, en 
couraging grass seedlings to take 
deep root. Weeds are pulled up 
easly in the fall. 


If there is a fair percentage of 


you haye crab grass. and other 
weeds, you can probably renovate. 
If the lawn is bad!lv infested with 
weeds, and has extensive unsightly 
brown or bare spots, however, the 
best thing to do is to make it over. 

Fundamental points on making tt 
over also apply to renovating spots 
or sections. A good seed bed is the 
first need of grass plants. The soil 
should have a root penetration, to 
the depth of up to 8 or 10 inches, 


soil should be friable, of wood tex- 
ture, should contain plant food. 
Young grass plants need moisture, 
like any other young seedlings, 
Good grass seed is worth the in- 
vestment. 

Here is a six-point program for 
remaking the lawn area: 

1, Spade deeply to a depth of at 
least six inches and pulverize the 
soil, Be sure to sift out any small 
stones and roots. If the soil is 
sandy add some clay or heavy loaiu 
mixing it in well. If the soil 1% 
heavy, lighten it with some sand. 
Or instead of these incorparate 
well-sifted compost. 

2. Apply evenly over the area a 
complete_plant food at the rate of 
four pounds per 100 square feet, 
and 


3. Work the plant food into the 
soil with the rake a day or so before 
seeding. 

4. Sow a good grass seed over 
the area at the rate of four to five 
pounds per 1,000 square feet. To be 
sure you sow it evenly, choose a 
day. without wind, and sow it 
lengthwise and half crosswise over 
the same area. 

5. Roll the entire area if it is « 
large one. If small, tamp it evenly 
with a tamper or a wide board. 
This imbeds-the seed in the soil 
and is important. 

6. Water with a fine spray every 
day until the grass is growing well, 
then continue to water, soaking not 
sprinkling, often enough to keep 
the soil from drying out. 

If you are renovating the lawn, 
your first task it to get rid of the 
weeds. For this,, there are several 
good weed-killers on the market, 
which are usually put on with a 
spray equipment. They kill broad- 
leafed weeds but not grass. Wait 
a week or so after applying weed 
killer before reseeding. , 

There are also some crab grass 
chemical controls, but it is safer 
to experiment with these in a small 
area before risking the entire lawn. 
The best method for this No. 1 
pest seems still that of hand-pulling, 
or, as someone has said, the “squat, 
squint, and stoop method” of 
liquidation, 

Chances are that your lawn needs 
food. Apply fertilizer — there are 
good commercial lawn foods on the 
market — at the rate of four pounds 
per 100 square feet. Cut your grass 
short, scatter the fertilizer, rake it 
down to the roots, and knock it off 
the grass blades wtih the rake. Do 
this when the grass is thoronghly 
dry. Then soak the lawn thorough- 
ly. 

A day or two later, go over the 
lawn, loosening the soil on the 
thin areas enough to give grass 
seed a chance to nuzzle into the 
soil. Reseed the thin areas and 
tamp them well, Keep watered as 
for a new lawn.

The Call of Isaiah, Isaiah 6:1-10, 


Golden Text:-~ Also I heard the 
voice of the Lord, saying, Whom 
shall I send, and who will go for 
us? Then said I, Here am I; send 
me. Isa. 6:8.

“The prophets speak” with selected 
passages from Isaiah and Jeremiah, 
Isaiah was a man of great talent, 
whose variety of eloquence was 
such that it exceeded the average 
even after being translated into a 
language that did not exist in his 
day.

Board to The Canadian National Tm 
stitute for the Blind, the private phil- 
anthronnt the purnose of 
which is to serve the@-more than. six- 
teen thousand blind Canadiafis negis- 
tered with it, once again appeals to’ 
the people of Madoc for funds which 
are required to maintain and expand 
the Institute’s service programme to 
the approximately one hundred and 
twenty blind persons under its juris- 
diction. Those who are forced to live 
without sight look to the C.N.LB. for 
the special services they require, and | 
the Institute in turn looks to- its 
many sighted friends for the ae 
which are absolutely necessary to 
carry on this important humanitar- | 
ian work. The Institute, like other 
organizations, is faced with higher 
operational costs, and a broadened 
service programme and a higher re- 
gistration are all combining to creaté 
a serious problem to the local advis- 
orv board. The appeal is urgently 
stressed this year, and it is hoped- 
that results of the campaign in 1949 
will be as good as, if not better than 
those of previous vears. 

In its rehabilitation programme, 
the Institute adopts a positive ap- 
proach to the problems of blindness, 
encouraging its clients to think in 
terms of the senses and abilities that 
remain to them rather than dwell up- 
on ‘that which is lost. In this way, 
the newly blind person is inspired to 
attempt activities and acquire skills 
which at first he believed impossible. 
Blindness is a serious handicap, but

During the past 
years two Hastings County boys 
were trained as broom-winders in a 
broom factory in Toronto, and are 
now self-supporting. Eye  examina- 
tions are constantly being arranged, 
and treatment and glasses provided 
when recommended, for those who 
may need this assistance. 

Who provides the funds to maintain 
this programme? Small grants are 
made by the City of Belleville and the 
County of Hastings but the larger 
portion comes from the generous- 
hearted people of the. city, towns and | 
villages in the county, as well as) 
from some rural sections.. More funds | 
are needed this year, and if this 
work is to continue and go forward, | 
these must be forthcoming. Contri- | 
butions to the Institute are exempt 
from income tax.

The Voice of Autumn 


. The.ow] has hooted in the even- 
ing darkness. The voice of autumn 
has echoed across the valley. There 
is-no mistaking it now, for although 
the green world is still green it has 
the gleam of dogwood berries turn- 
‘ed scarlet and the shine of golden- 
rod in the fence corners ands the 
‘glow of little white. asters. on the 
meadow.
